Berlin Reports Ninth Ger- 
man Army Is Nearing Im- 
portant Railway Junction 
Town of Buzeu. 


RUSSIANS ON OFFENSIVE 
IN THE CARPATHIANS 


And Also on the Moldavia 
Front, But Attacks Seem 
Net to Relieve Rumania. 
Heavy Artillery Fighting 
North of Monastir. 


New York, December 13.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press From European Cables of 
the Day.)—The conquest of Rumania 
by the Teutonic allies continues. All 
along the front the Rumanians, who are 
in retreat, northeastward, and the 
ninth German army is nearing the im- 
portant railroad junction town of Bu- 
zeu. 

In the Carpathians and along the 
Moldavian frontier the Russians and 
Germans are still at grips with the 
Russians the aggressors at most 
points. There is little, if any, changes 
in the situation in these regions, how- 
ever. 

Heavy artillery fighting is in prog- 
ress north of Monastir, Serbia. Oth- 
erwise calm prevails. A new feature 
in the Balkan situation is a report 
from Sofia that 6,000 Albanians have 
defeated a force of Italians near Pas- 
nesina, Epirus, the Italians fleeing. 

On the front in France and Belgium, 
and in the Russian and Austro-ltalian 
theaters there is little activity, aside 
from ‘artillery duels. 


RUMANIAN FRONT 
STILL UNBROKEN. 


Petrograd, December 13.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—The evacuation of Bucharest, 
although delayed until the last mo- 
ment, was made in perfect order after 
the removal or destruction of the war 
supplies and most of the other prop- 
erties of possible military advantage 
to the invaders. 

The enormous Oil reservoirs at Plo- 
echti weer drained as soon as it be- 
came evident the Rumanians would 
have to abandon this important center. 
Dispatches from’ the Rumanian front 
pay that in executing their, difficult 
retreat the Rumanians maneuvered 
ekillfully. ses 
- By spirited rear guard actions along 
the fead from Ploechti to Buzeu they 
gucceeded in delaying General von 
Falkenhayn’s advance long enough to 
defeat the flanking movement, which, 
ff successful. would have closed the 
way to Moldavia and resulted in the 
eapture of a large part of the Ruma- 
nian army. The way to Moldavia is 
still open and the Rumanians, present- 
ing an unbroken front, have the oppor- 
tunity of retreating in good order 
without danger of encirclement. ‘ 


RUSSIANS CAPTURE 
LINE OF TRENCHES 
FROM THE TEUTONS 


Petrograd, December 13.—(Via Lon- 
don.) —Russian troops yesterday cap- 
tured a line of Teutonic trenches on 
heights to the south of Agusualia in 
the region of the Trotus valley of Ru- 
mania, acording to an official state- 
ment issued today by the Russian war 
department. Teuton counter attacks in 
an effort to regain the lost positions 
were repulsed with great losses, the 
statement adds. 

Rumanian forces took the offensive 
south of the Mizil-Buzeu high road 
yesterday and captured a row of vil- 
Jages, the Russian announcement says, 
but on being counter attacked the Ru- 
manians were forced to retire. The 
Rumanian army occupies a front along 
@ line from Buzeu, Saringa and Urzit- 


cheni. 
The statement says: 

“Transylvanian and Rumanian 
Fronts: In the wovded Carpathians 
our detachments have beaten back a 
etrong enemy attack in the region to 
the east of Chibena. Enemy scouts who 
endeavored to approach unnoticed our 
trenches in the region of Mount Capul 
were dispersed by our fire. 

“In the region to the south and 
gouthwest of Vale Putna fighting con- 
tinues, the enemy offering stubborn re- 
sistance to our advance. 

“South of the valley of the river Tro- 
tus our troops gained possession of a 
line of enemy trenches on the heights 
eight versts south of Agusilia. Enemy 
counter attacks with the object of re- 
gaining the lost heights were repulsed 
* with great losses to him. We captured 
a number of prisoners. 

“A portion of the Rumanian army 
which was attacked by the enemy at

Mr. Battle was charged with enter- 
ing the cell and offering to get the 
boys out of jail in violation of a city 
ordinance prohibiting attorneys solicit- 
ing cases at police station. Mr. Bat- 
tle testified he was sent to interview 
the boys by Attorney Sims. The charge 
against Battle was dropped and lodged 
against Sims when he admitted this 
fact. Mr. Sims introduced a letter as 
evidence that his services were asked. 
The letter was st&ned by a man named 
John Winters. Winters will face Re- 
corder Johnson this afternoon and be 
given a chance to explain where he 
got his information. -The cases against 
oth Sims and Battle were dismissed. 

According to testimony, Chief Mayo 
had cautioned officers in charge not 
to give out the names of prisoners,, 
and had posted a special policeman to 
see that no outsider got hold of the 
names, as the result of an order from 
the police commission.

BELGIANS EXILED 
OUT OF KINDNESS 


Germany Tells the United 
States That Belgians Are 
Deported and Forced to 
Work for Their Own Good. 


Berlin, December 13.—(By Sayville.) 
Germany’s reply to the inquiries of the 
United States into the matter of the 
Belgian unemployed and the deporta- 
tion of Belgians is published today in 
the Norddeutsche Allegemeine Zeitung, 
and is given out by the Overseas News 
Agency as follows: 

“The government of the United States 
of America ha'’s protested against the 
transportation of Belgian working men 
to Germany, and against their compul- 
sory employment for work, basing this 
in the view that these measures are in 
contravention of humane principles and 
of international practice as to the 
treatment of the population in occupied 
territory. The German government 
thinks that the government of the Unit- 
ed States has been incorrectly informed 
regarding the cause and the execution 
of the measures, and therefore con- 
siders it appropriate first to explain 
the facts in detail. 

“The Belgian unemployment for’ a 
considerable time has been extending in 
a perplexing fashion among the indus- 
trial working men. This prevalence of 
unemployment has been caused by the 
English policy of isolation, which has 
cut off Belgian industry from the im- 
portation of raw material and the ex- 
portation of manufactured goods, and 
has thus brought the greater part of 
Belgian industry to a standstill. 

1,500,000 Dependent Belgians. 

“By this measure almost half of the 
workingmen in Belgian factories, num- 
bering altogether in round figures 
1,200,000, were deprived of the possi- 
bility of earning a living, and many 
more than half a million Belgians, who 
formerly supported themselves by in- 
dustrial work, were made dependent 
upon pwhblic relief. Adding the mem- 
bers of their families, this number is 
increased three-fold, or in round fig- 
ures, one million and a half persons. 

“From the standpoint of Belgian eco- 
nomic right,-upon. which these’ unem- 
ployed inflict a heavy burden, as also 
from the standpoint of public order and 
publi¢ morals, which are most danger- 
ously affected by general unemploy- 
ment and the accompanying conse- 
quences, this situation makes it ex- 
tremely desirable and urgent that effi- 
cient measures for improvement be 
taken. This necessity has been recog- 
nized and pointed out also by fair- 
minded Belgians for a long time. 

“Under such conditions the govérnor- 
general of Brussels, on May 15, 1916, 
issued an order by which, upon persons 
enjoying public relief and declining 
without adequate reasons to accept or 
to continue to do work corresponding 
to their abilities, confinement or co- 
ercive labor was imposed. 

“Belgian industries being in a de- 
pressed condition, it wa's impossible to 
procure for all the unemployed work, 
or at least proper employment, within 
Belgium itself. The only thing possi- 
ble, therefore, was to assign them ‘to 
work in Germany, where a large num- 
ber of Belgian workingmen had already 
voluntarily accepted work, were well 
fed, were receiving high wages, and 
were enjoying far-reaching liberty of 
movement. For those workingmen, 


however, that did not support their 
families, coercive labor was used. 


International Law. Not Violated. 


“These ‘measures are completely in 
accordance with international law, for, 
according to The Hague convention re- 
lating to war on land (paragraph 43) 
the* occupying power is obliged to un- 
dertake the maintenance of public 
order and public life in occupied dis- 
tricts, and for this purpose, as far a: 
the country’s laws prove insufficient 
to act by complemental orders. The 
maintenance of public order, without 
doubt, implies that able-bodied person 
as far as possible, not to be thrown 
upon public charity, and by idleness be- 
come a public calamity and nuisance; 
but that they must be held to work. 

“The order has been carried out with 
all possible consideration and without 
harshness. If isolated mistakes have 
happened in the selectidn of persons 
sent to Germany, and if, especially, the 
measure has been extended to persons 
where the conditions of the order of 
May 165, 1916, are not fulfilled. the 
cause has bg@en that the Belgian au- 
thorities failed to co-operate in draw- 
ing up a list of the unemployed or ré- 
ported in incorrect fashion. Care has 
been taken that such mistakes shall be 
repaired as quickly as possible. For, 
above all, it shall be insisted that only 
such persons shall be sent to Germany 
as receive public a'ssistance and find no 
work in Belgium or refuse the work of- 
fered to them in Germany.”

SOUTH OF SALONIKI 


Berlin Reports That En- 
gagement Is in Progress 
North of Katerina—Greek 
Regulars Are Engaged. 


KATERINA IS CAPTURED 
BY THE GREEK FORCES

According to Berlin Re- 
ports—Berlin Also Claims 
That the Greeks Have 
Pierced the French Line. 


Berlin, December 13.—(Via Sayville.) 
Fighting is in progress between 
Greek regular troops and the French, 
the Overseas News agency announces. 

The news agency says the fighting 
is taking place north of Katerina, 
about 60 miles southwest of Salonikl, 
and that the Greeks have a force of 
5,000 men, . 

The town of Katerina has been cap- 
tured by the Greeks, the news agency 
says, the French line of positions hav- 
ing been pierced. The Greeks are said 
to have taken up a line between Bor- 
botzko and Katerina. 


The situation in the region of Kate- 
rina has been somewhat obscure since 
late November, when French and Greek 
rovalist troops were reported to be ap- 
parently on the point of a clash cver 
possession of the city. There has been 
previous trouble there between royal- 
ist and Venezelist forces and General 
Sarrail, the entente commander, sent 
a French force to occupy the town, 
presumably in the carrying out of his 
purpose to establish a neutral zone 
along the frontier of old Greece. On 
November 24 a news agency dispatch 
from Athens reported that the Greek 
royalist troops had refused to evacuate 
Katerina and that General Sarrail had 
notified the Athens government that 
unless they did he would be, compelled 
to use force. No further specific re- 
ports on conditions in the vicinity of 
Katerina have been received, but since 
that time has occurred the fighting be- 
tween the entente and Greek forces in 
Athens and vicinity with concurrent re- 
ports that Greece was assembling an 
army in the interior to attack the en- 
tente Saloniki forces in the rear simul- 
taneously with assaults by the central 
powers on the fighting front to the 
north in Macedonia, 


ALLIED DIPLOMATS 
READY TO DEPART. 


London, December 13.—A Reuter’s 
dispatch from Athens, dated December 
12, says that the Greek press continues 
optimistic in regard to the interna- 
tional situation, but that the enente 
demands have not yet been formulated, 
as all the legations have not received 
full instructions. In the meantime 
practically all the entente nationals 
have embarked on allied ships and 
every arrangement has been made for 
the departure of the entente diplo- 
mats. There is no direct news from 
Athens in regard to the regrets ex- 


peers by the Greek minister at 
aris on behalf of King Constantine’s 


government, respecting the attack 
made upon the British and French 
marines in the Greek capital. 


WHAT GREECE ASKS 
OF ENTENTE ALLIES. 

Berlin, December 13.—(By Sayville.) 
Demands said to have been made by the 
Greek government in negotiations with 
the entente powers are contained in 
reports received from Athens by way 
of Sofia, according to the Overseas 


News agency. These reports state that | 


the number of Greek reservists volun- 
tarily enlisting in the service of King 
Constantine has increased and now at- 
tained a considerable total. Summing 
up the reports, the news agency says: 

“In the negotiations of the entente 
powers with ‘Greece, apparently Eng- 
land maintains moderate views, while 
France asks for most reckless meas- 
ures. 

“Greece demands unhampered action 
by the Greek government in old Greece, 
the return of all railroad lines to La- 
rissa, that all telegraph and telephone 
stations shall be placed in Greek hands, 
the withdrawal of the entente troops 
from Greek soil in the whole district 
south of Larissa, the _ restoration of 
confiscated Greek merchant ships and 
the abolition of the blockade against 
the importation of food. 


“Greece on her part offers to give} 


an obligation that she will undertake 
no hostilities against the entente. The 
Greek government is said to have in- 


formed the entente powers in a firm! 
tone that it has decided to make no} 


other concessions, 
honor and dignity of Greece against ar- 


bitrary measures. 
“Public opinion in Greece is reported

German Peace Note Will Be 
Transmitted Promptly, but 
No Decision Has Been 
Reached as to Suggestions 
to Allies.

He has reached 
no decision, however, as to the course 
to be followed by the United States, and 
probably will not, pending the arrival 
of the official cablegram containing 
the communication handed Charge Grew 
by the German government.

Wilson Confers With House. 

President Wilson’s only conference 
on the subject today was with Colonel 
lx, M. House, his personal triend ana 
adviser. It was suggested during the 
day that the president might discuss 
the situation in general terms before 
the annual conference of 
here tomorrow, but he had not decided 
tonight whether he would accept an 
invitation to address the governors 
and had given no indication of what 
might be the subject if he did speak. 

Much interest fs felt here in the 
speech to be delivered tomorrow night 
at St. Louis before the League to kn- 
force Peace by Senator Stone, chairman 
of the senate foreign relations com- 
mittee, There is no understanding, 
however, that the senator, if he touches 
upon the latest development, will do 
80 aS a spokesman of the administra- 
tion. 

Ceunt von Bernstorff, the German 
ambassador, probably will visit Secre- 
tary Lansing in a day or two for the 
purpose of seeking some indication of 
the views of the United States. He has 
no specific instructions from his gov- 
ernment on this point, and no dispatch 
regarding the peace proposals has been 
received by the embassy during the last 
24 hours. The ambassador, however, 
is keeping his government informed of 
prevailing opinion on the question in 
America. 

One Neutral to Act. 

At least one diplomat representing a 
neutral nation in Washington has plan- 
ned to ask his government to authorize 
him to present in its behalf to Presi- 
dent Wilson assurances of support in 
any move designed to secure considera- 
tion of the entente allies of the offer to 
discuss peace. Other representatives of 
neutral nations have similar action un- 
der consideration. 

In Teutonic diplomatic quarters, it 
was reiterated tonight that Germany 
expects neutrals, especially thosein Eu- 
rope, to do everything possible to bring 
about at least a discussion of peace 
terms.

Warsaw, December 13.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—Archduke Charles Stephen of 
Austria, one of the most energetic mem- 
bers of the Hapsburg house, has-been 
selected to be regent of Poland with 
the prospect of election as king later. 


From two of his little daughter's the 
archduke derives one qualification for 
the Polish throne, they having been 
married to two of the most prominent 
members of the Polish aristocracy, 
Prince Radziwill and Prince Czartory- 
ski. 

Archduke Charles Stephen is also ad- 
equately provided with those assets of 
royalty—sons—to insure the succession, 
having three ‘sons; archdukes. His eld- 
eat sister is the Queen Mother Maria 
Christina of Spain. His eidest brother 
is Archduke Frederick, commander of 
the Austrian armies, in whose wife, the 
Archduchess Isabella. Archduke Charles

MRS. INNES MAY NEVER 
FACE TRIAL IN COURT 


Suffering From Pulmonary Tu- 
berculosis in Advanced Stage, 
Says Dr. Paullin. 


That Mrs. Ida May Innes, in the Ful- 
ton county tower awaiting trial upon 
an indictment in eight counts charging

His case has been taken 
up to the state appellate court, and 
Mrs. Innes’ trial:at any rate would be 
deferred pending the outcome of his 
hearing before the higher court, Prior 
to Dr. Paullin’s report upon Mrs. Innes 
physical status the solicitor general, Eb 
T. Williams, had announced that her 
trial probably might be had during the 
January term of court.

“This is not the time for Germany to 
talk peace unless she merely wants to 
create in neutrals like the United States 
the impression that she, in a humani- 
tarian spirit, desires to end the war 
and that it is only incorrigible, rapa- 
cious England and her allies that pre- 
vent it?’ 

Germany Plays to Neutrals. 

“Germany,” says The Westminster 
Gazette, “is aware that the war is pro- 
ducing great unrest among neutrals, 
and it is to them rather than to us, in 
the first instance, that she is making 
her appeal. It is here that 
Germany has prepared her ground, and 
it is here that we have to meet her. 
We must be careful from the outset 
not to be maneuvered onto ground on 
which she shall seem to be in the 
wrong. The allies must not refuse to 
listen to any proposals laid before them 
in a regular manner, but they must say 
plainly that their engagement to act 
together is incontestible; that all pro- 


posals must be made to them jointly 
and that none will have the slightest 
chance of being considered which imply 
that any of ther should betray the 
others. If it is proposed that the west- 
ern powers should desert Russia and 
leave the central powers to do as they 
please with Serbia, Greece and Rumania 
jn return for a mere status quo in the 
west, the peace de marche will end be- 
fore it has begun.” 

The newspaper concludes that the 
allies must explain to the American 
people—whose main preocupation is 
Belgium and France, it comments, and 
who have no interest in the eastern 
Phase of the struggle—the European 
question as the entente sees it and 
persuade them to work with ‘it not 
for @ mere patching up, which will 
lead to another war after a short 
breathing space, but for a real recon- 
Struction which will secure peace and 
_— life and energy. to free institu- 

ons. 


Genuine Bid for Peace. 


It would be a profound mistake, the 
Manchester Guardian says, to regard 
the advance by Germany as “a mere 
move in the diplomatic game, and as 
designed not to achieve its ostensi- 
ble purpose, but as aiming merely at 
impressing neutrals and putting her 
enemies in the wrong. 

“The thing is much too serious for 
that,” the Guardian continues. “Ger- 
many is suffering deeply from the war 
as, indeed, is every nation engaged 
_ 3" 

Notwithstanding the capture of sup- 
plies in Rumania, this newspaper says, 
“grave pressure will continue to be 
felt and is likely to increase,” the 
Guardian adds. 

“It is unquestionably on Germany’s 
part a genuine bid for peace, and 
ought to be so treated by our own 
government and rational opinion here. 

ecw ts It is not necessary to offer 
even a formal armistice nor to admit 
of the intervention of any third party, 
but the interchange of views should be 
immediate and direct. After what has 
happened an interchange there must 
be. To refuse it would not merely be 
to put ourselves hopelesly in the wrong 
in the eyes of all neutrals—and we 
must add, in the eves of moderate 
and reasonable people here, but to 
forego a very real advantage, for it 
would be no small advantage to know 
definitely and not in mere general 
terms, what are the objects which 
Germany now seeks to extract from 
the war, while the German people would 
know with equal certainty what are 
the objects the entente powers propose 
to extract from it.” 

It is the opinion of the Guardian 
that this would produce a real peace 
party in Germany which it says here- 
tofore has been prevented. 

No Whittling of Terms. 
teferring to the terms formulated 
by Mr. Asquith and Viscount Grey, 
the Guardian says there must be no 
whittling down of them, and that the 
responsibility of. rejecting them must 
be thrown on Germany. 

Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg’s cries of 
“Kamarad”’ will not weaken English 
determination to continue the strugezle, 
says The Globe. Addressing the chan- 
cellor, the newspaper continues: 

“We did not seek this bloody busi- 
ness, but being in it, we mean to make 
a clean job of it. There is no states- 
man in the British empire who dares to 
talk to us on such peace as that of 
which you dream. We must slay or 
be slain. Our duty is clear.” 


BLOOD ON GERMANY, 
DECLARES BRIAND, 
IN WARNING FRANCE 


Paris, Decamber 13.—The Chamber of 
Deputies, by a vote of 314 to 165 this 
evening adopted a resolution of confi- 


making Germany accept the sufferings 
and sacrifices of another winter cam- 
paign. If only the civilian population 
had to endure this not much harm 
would be done, but the army is be- 
ginning to feel the strain. During the 
last few weeks rations have been re- 
duced, and in three months’ time they 
will be very poor indeed. Germany is 
compelled to talk of peace, but she does 
it a's vaguely as possible in the hope of 
spreading dissension among her ene- 
mies and keeping her coalition to- 
gether.” 


GERMAN CONDITIONS 
TO BE SUBMITTED. 


Berlin, December 13.—(Via London.) 
Although Chancellor von Bethmann- 
Hollweg did not disclose the definite 
proposals. on which Germany and her 
allies are prepared to make peace in 
his speech before the reirhstag, such 
proposals are ready and will be com- 
municated to the entente powers if the 
chancellor’s offer should fall upon re- 
sponsive ears. 

The indefinite adjournment of the 
reichstag by its own decision leaves 
the poveramument a free hand to conduct 
further negotiations and is regarded 
as tantamount to a vote of confidence. 


Catholic Organ Pleased. 


Germania, the Catholic organ, ex- 
presses especial pleasure that the cen- 
tral powers appeal to the pope as well 
as to other neutrals. It enthusiastical- 
ly approves the peace overtures which 
it terms the privilege of the stronger 
in war and a performance of the holiest 
of duties to humanity and Christian 
morality. 

The newspaper declares that the em- 
peror’s note is a document of the love 
of peace, than which none could be 
greater, fairer, or go to further length 
and which proves that Germany, de- 
spite its enormous military success, 
does not wish to strike in cold blood 
to destroy its enemies, but in conso- 
nance with its responsibility to God 
and the world offers them the hand of 
peace. Only a fool, it declares, will 
see in the offer an indication of weak- 
ness, 

The question ts, however, adds the 
newspaper, whether Germany's oppo- 
nents will not reject the overture as 
frivolously as they started the war. 
Should they do this, it declares, then 
there will be no one who can fail to 
see for himself who the real systematic 
destroyers of the world are. The Ger- 
man people to a man stand behind 
the emperor’s peace overture, it com- 
ments, but Germany will stand behind 
him “in holy unity and holier anger 
rif his well-meant intentions are frivo- 
lously balked. 

“Then circumstances will have to 
take the course which a just God 
placed in our hands when He gave up 
the power which our enemies already 
feel so acutely and which they will have 
to feel until the end.’ 

Germany Wants to Seem Victor. 

The Kreuz Zeitung expresses’ the 
fear that any peace which to the en- 
tente allies does not bear the aspect 
of defeat would prove a great danger 
for Germany and be only an armistice. 

Die Post doubts the expedienoy of the 
peace offer, but says it is glad no neu- 
tral has been asked to mediate. The 
Taeglitsche Rundschau fears that the 
entente allies will draw out the nego- 
tiations by making impossible counter 
proposals, hoping to enlist pressure 
from “neutral America.’”’ 

The Tages Zeitung says it wishes Dr. 
von, Bethmann-Hollweg had emphasiz- 
ed more strongly the fact that Ger- 
many offered peace as a victor and that 
the peace terms must adequately re- 
ward Germany for the sacrifices she 
has made. 

The socialist organ, The Vorwaerts, 
sees a great and unique feature in the 
offer, in that it breaks with the old tra- 
dition, that the defeated side must ask 
for the commencement of peace nego- 
tiations. The newspaper says that in 
view of the fact that French socialists 
belong to a government allied with 
Russia and thus are committed to Rus- 
Sia’s recently proclaim#d plans for con- 
quest, and that English socialists have 
just entered the British cabinet with a 
program of fighting to a finish, it can- 
not indulge in strong hopes that Ger- 
many’s overtures will lead to peace. 

The Tageblatt surmises that Ger- 
many’s peace terms will be reasonable, 
for “an offer of peace can mean noth- 
ing unless wise moderation accompa- 
nies the conciliatory act.’ The news- 
paper warns the people against having 
too optimistic expectations.

the clear-sightedness of my country, 
but in the face of these attempts to 
spreaq dissension among the allies, I 
exclaim ‘the French republic will not 
do less than the convention.’ 


Victory Is Certain. 


“No one can say I have ever been 
unduly optimistic,” said M. Briand. 
“But today, however, more than ever, 
we must have the conviction that vic- 
tory is certain. : 

“In a war such as this, in which en- 
tire nations confront each other, de- 
cisive results cannot be attained rap- 
idjy. It is true that the valiant Ru- 
manians have bent under the first 
shock, but let us examine the facts 
more closely. The Rumanian army 
has not been destroyed; it has been 
reorganized with the help of the gal- 
lant Russian armies. Tomorrow a new 
front of from 250 to 300 miles will be 
formed down there for the eastern 
question is far from being settled. 
And if the enemy armies now fighting 
against Rumania were not held there, 
you must admit, they would be em- 
ployed on some other front.” 

“4 Clumsy Trap.” 

“A clumsy trap,” is the caption under 
which the morning papers print Chan- 
cellor von Bethmann-Holiweég’s speech 
in the reichstag. “The time for feints 
is over,’’ says The Petit Journal. 

“We are no longer in the presence 
of the trial effor of those persistent 
appeals to interviewers and newspaper 
articles. Chancellor von Hollweg sum- 
moned the reichstag not to hear his 
speech, but to be confronted with an 
act. We do not Know if at Berlin there 
are people so naive as to imagine that 
the allies are likely to swallow this 
clumsy bait, even on the morrow of the 
events in Rumania. In any case Field 
Marshal von Hindenbure’s statement 
shows that the military cherish no such 
illusion. What is still more certain is 
that the ¢reacherous German move aims 
at something else than genuine peace. 
It seeks an internal and external effect. 
In Germany it is intended to convince, 
the people that the government is not 
responsible for the sacrifices imposed 
and that its adversaries alone are re- 
sponsible for the continuation of the 
struggle. Abroad it desires to persuade 
neutrals that the allies are pursuing a 
policy of ambition. That is the explan- 
ation of.the pretended moderation in 
the tone of the speech. 

Emphasizes Weakness. 

“The speech merely emphasizes es- 
sential weakness which temporary suc- 
cesses cannot hide,’ The Petit Journal 
continues. “It is because Germany 
knows she cannot win that she desires 
to end the war. Her plan, however, is 
doomed. It will fail before the im- 
movable resolution of the allies.’’ 

The Matin characterizes the peace 
ah apy as “mere talk.” saying: 

“They contain no territorial, political 
or other conditions which could serve 
as a basis for discussion. Germany 
simply says for the hundredth time she 
never desired war and wishes only to 
protect her rights, and that if her 
enemies will not listen she will throw 
the blame of further bloodshed on them. 
The device is too obvious. It could not 
deceive any but the most ignorant.

$642,534 in excess of the total moneys 
contributed the south for transpor- 
tation purposes.

NDORSES LAND SHOW 


Resolution Offered by James 
D. Price Adopted at Nor- 
folk Meeting.

Norfolk, Va., December 13.—(Special.) 
The Southeastern Land show was 
strongly endorsed by the southern com- 
mercial congress tonight. A _ resolu- 
tion offered by James D. Price, com- 
missioner of agriculture, and seconded 


iby George D. McCutcheon, of Atlanta, 


a member of the committee on resolu- 
tions of the congress, was unanimously 


adopted. 
The report also endorsed Muscle 


Shoals for the proposed government 
air-nitrate plant, approved an increase 
of 53,000 men in the personnel of the 
navy, and urged more liberal support 
of the congress by the south, It also 
voted against any embargo on the 
export of foodstuffs. There was not 
a voice raised in opposition to the re- 
port of the resolutions committee. 


Muscle Shoals Indorsed. 

Some discussion was aroused in the 
committee itself over the recommenda- 
tion to locate the air-nitrate plant at 
Muscle Shoals but the friends of that 
project were present in overwhelm- 
ing numbers and carried the day. Mr. 
McCutcheon made a statement in be- 
half of Georgia water powers on the 
strength of a telegram from V. H. 
Kriegshaber, president of the Atlanta 
chamber of commerce. It was shown 
however, that the project had already 
been endorsed by the Georgia legis- 
lature, 

Tne resolutions endorsing the south- 
2astern show follows: 

“Whereas, The Georgia Chamber of Com- 
merce has organized the Southeastern Land 
show to be held in Atlanta from Febru- 
ary 1 to 15, next, and 

“Whereas, The object of this show is to 
call attention to the unparalleled opportu- 
nities of the section in which the Southern 
Commercial congress is. directly interested, 
and to the development of which it is 
pledged and all its activities directed, and 

“Whereas, We recall, with gratification, 
the hospitality of Atlanta as the host of 
the first and one of the most successful 
sessions of this congress; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That the Southern Commer- 
cial Congress, in session assembled at’ Nor- 
folk, heartily indorses the proposed South- 
eastern Land show and pledges its hearty 
co-operation and support to the end of 
making the show an unqualified success by 
directing the attention of the whole nation 
to the enterprise and the opportunities 
for homeseekers and for capital in the 
southeast to the end of promoting one of 
the fundamental objects of the association,

at Berlin. It says the Lanao was sail- 
ing under the British flag and was 
sunk by a submarine after provision 
for the safety of her crew because she 
was captured carrying contraband and 
could not be taken into port. 

The only question at issue is whether 
the vessel was under American regis- 
try, in which case Germany would be 
liable for damages to her owners. It 
is admitted that she was sold by her 
owners in Manila before starting on 
her last voyage, but her master has 
reported that the actual transfer of 
registry had not taken place. 

The German note, dated Berlin, De- 
ceinber 9, and signed by Foreign Sec- 
retary Zimmerman, follows: 

“On October 28 last a German suwub- 
marine encountered the steamer Lanao 
on the way to Le Havre and captured 
it as a prize because it was carrying 
contraband to the enemy. Since the 
submarine was unable to conduct the 
Lanao into a German or allied port 
without exposing itself to the danger 
of sinking, it sank the steamer after it 
had taken the crew on board. The crew 
was then sent on board the Norwegian 
steamer Tromp, which was just at the 
time in sight. 

“The steamer Lanao belonged orig- 
inally to the Findlay-Millar Steamship 
Company of Manila. It was, however, 
sold in July, 1916, to the shipping firm 
of Hannevig Brothers of London and 
sailed since under the English flag. 
The owners of the firm of Hannevig 
Brothers are the sons of the shipowner, 
Christian Hannevig, of Lorre, Norway, 
and are, like him, Norwegian subjects.”

POWHATAN COLLIDES

Merchants and Miners’ Liner 
Damaged So Badly She Had 
to Be Beached. 


Norfolk, Va., December 13.—The Mer-

{ Powhatan was so badly damaged that 
‘she had to be beached and four members 
of her crew were seriously injured 
when the liner collided with an uni- 
dentified vessel tonight off Thimble 
Shoal bar. 

First 
radio messages from the Powhatan 
Said she had been struck amidship by 
an “unidentified lake-built «ramp 
steamer.”’

Later the coast guard cutter Yama- 
‘craw, which was standing by the dis- 
tressed ship, reported by wireless that 
: the Old Dominion liner Jamestown had 
struck the Powhatan. Intercepting this 
message, the Jamestown immediately 
denied it by radio and the denial sub- 
sequently was amplified by officials of 
the Old Dominion line here. The 
Jamestown then was on her way up the 
coast to New York from Norfolk. 
| The Powhatan carried fourteen pas- 
| sengers from Baltimore, Newport News 
|} and Norfolk and was en route for Bos- 
/ton. None of the passengers was in- 
|; Jured and asthe ship was in no danger 
iin spite of the high wind and heavy 
seas sweeping the bay, they remained 
aboard for some hours. Later, how- 
ever, they were transferred to the 
Yamacraw. 

Old Dominion line officials said that 
the Jamestown’s captain had reported 
that he came upon the Powhatan in 
response to radio calls for help and that 
the ship then was beached. The Pow- 
hatan reported to him, he said, that 
she had been hit by an unidentified 
“tramp” steamer and needed a ~°sur- 
geon. The Yamacraw and two destrov- 
ers from the Atlantic fleet in Hampton 
Roads with several other vessels soon 
reached the scene and offered to take 
off the passengers, but it was decided 
not to transfer them at that time. Sur- 
geons from the Yamacraw boarded the 
Powhatan and treated the injured and 
all the cther vessels except the de- 
stroyers proceeded on their voyage.

SOCIALISM AND CHARITY 


Noted Author and Lecturer 
Tells Why She Joined 
the Socialists. 


Speaking on “Socialism and Charity” 
last night at the home of M Mi... Bee 
Millis, 229 East Tenth street, Mrs. Rose 
Pastor Stokes, able writer of plays, 
lecturer and socialist, impressed upon 
her hearers the ideals sf socialism, as 
well as somne of tne serious evils of 
the present social order, which cause 
such decided distinctions in the classes, 
at the advantage of a few and the 
Srave disadvantage of a multitude. 

“In 1906 I was a members of a char- 
ity organization in New York,” said 
Mrs. Stokes, “and I was engrossed in 
my work, going about attending to 
my chores much as others did.” Then 
Mrs. Stokes told of a visit she paid to 
a victim of tuberculosis, an Italian, in 
an effort to get him to go to a hos- 
pital, and had found hfin antagonis- 
tic toward the conditions in America 
which had brought him to such a state 
when he was a hard and regular work- 
er with good habits. She said that he 
expressed contempt for the charities, 
and that she was so impressed that she 
went away, determined to give up her 
charity and to get to work to fiwd the 
source of all of this evil which haa 
arisen in the social order so as to bring 
this Italian to such a pitiable condi- 
tion. 

“Ten years ago I joined the socialist 
movement that I might find something 
that would change the order complete- 


rs. 


If we content ourselves with punish- 
ing crime we shall merely go on and 
on suffering from further crime. Our 
charities are like a little boy pouring 
water from a muddy fountain in an 
effort to get rid of the mud, and ac- 
counting for his progress by the pud- 
die rapidly increasing on the ground. 
We must find the source of the muddy 
water.” 

Mrs. Stokes saiqd that the socialists 
may not have the solution, but 
that they believe that they have, and, 
if they should not have, it is no less 
the duty of all to seek for the sources 
of the evils of society. 

“The over-production, or rather, the 
under-consumption which it is, is often 
destroyed to keep prices up,” sald she. 
“T have seen in a place near Chicago 
a great mass of potatoes destroyed in 
an effort to keep the prics high. The 
great struggle in Europe is a strug- 
gle for markets. Each developed na- 
tion wants to get hold of markets to 
secure it against the breaking up 0O 
the present system. 

“Socialism says that unless industry 
and lang are taken out of private 
hands, or socialized, we shall continue 
the present system, and on to 
greater and greater evil in society. We 
have an abundance of reform laws on 
our statute books, but of what avail 
are they, when we continue to witness 
the evils which exist?’ 

Mrs. Stokes speaks tonight at the 
Red Men’s Wigwam to the socialists 
of Atlanta ang the general public on 
her most widely known address, “The 
Class Struggle and Its Remedy.”

IF EUROPE MAKES PEACE. 


In the first blush of Germdny’s peace 
proposals there was enthusiastic hope, and 
in some quarters even belief, that peace in 
Kurope would possibly follow. At the very 
suggestion of peace the markets did exactly 
* what it has been predicted they would do if 
peace were really established: Cotton went 
up, while stocks went down. 

But twenty-four hours makes a marked 
difference. Germany’s peace talk sounded 
well. It was what the world wanted. But 


Germany's proposal had scarcely been pub- 


lished before the Allies began to pour cold 
water on it; and while they will consider 
and perhaps answer it, it is already clear in 
the public mind that there is scarcely even a 
remote chance for peace at this time. 

The suggestion of it, however, was 
enough to excite and enthuse the _ south. 
When peace comes in Europe it will be our 
turn. Seventy-five per cent of the products 
of commerce which will come into greater 
demand with the close of the war are made 
in the south. Chief among these are cotton, 
naval stores and lumber. There are also 
certain food products which will likewise 
be favorably affected. 

If peace does not come now, the German 
suggestion of it has already given evidence 
of what is in store for us. Cotton was quick 
to respond to the announcement, recovering 
materially upon no other foundation than a 
bare hope. 

The south is just experiencing the most 
profitable and prosperous fall and winter 
season it has ever known. With the highest 
prices for its staple product which have pre- 
vailed since the civil war, with every product 
of the farm in good demand at almost un- 
precedented figures, the farmers of this sec- 
tion were never in better condition than 
they are today. 

In spite of that, present prosperity is 
scarcely a circumstance to what will be ours 
when the European nations have laid down 
their arms and take up again the pursuit of 
peace. Instead of pouring their money into 
the north and east for powder and shot and 
shell, they will send it here for cotton, naval 
stores, lumber and foodstuffs. They will 
look to us to take care of them when they 
stop their fighting. 

It is scarcely within the powers of the 
imagination to picture the prosperity that 
must then come to this section. Its only 
counterpart is in that which the north and 
east have enjoyed through their tremendous 
traffic in the implements of war. 

We know it is coming; the evidence is 
indisputable. It may not come today or to- 
morrow, but soon it must come, and it is 
well that we should be ready for it. There’s 
a big contract just ahead of us, and in pro- 
portion as we are prepared to fulfill it the 
golden days will be ours. 


THE PRICE OF COAL. 


In commenting upon the federal inquiry 
into the high cost of living, The Constitution 
mentioned certain conclusions which the in- 
vestigators had reached, one among which 
was that the extraordinary increase in the 
price of coal to the consumer had been the 
result, in part at least, of manipulation. 

In an extended statement of the situation 
from the coal dealer’s standpoint, published 
today, Thomas H. Austin says deficiency in 
production and car shortage are the real 
factors in the high price situation; and that 
owing to the abundance of coal mines and 
the possibilities of production, combination 
or manipulation would be impossible. 

Whatever the causes, 
doubt several of them, it is a fact that the 


price of coal has advanced within the last | 
few months from 30 to 50 per cent, putting 
an extraordinary burden of hardship partic- 
ularly upon the small consumer, who is com- 


pelled to buy from month to month.

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should be any different today from what it 
was a year ago. There are just as many 
mines, and with the exception of a year’s 
supply which has been taken out, fhere is 
just as much coal in them. The production 
of coal does not depend on the seasons. It 
is there to be taken out whether the weather 
is cold or warm, rainy or dry. 

According to Mr. Austin’s statement, the 
available supply of coal can be made what- 
ever the mine owners want to make it. The 
chief difficulty of the situation, therefore, 
becomes one of distribution rather than of 
supply and demand. 

The position The Constitution takes in 
the matter is that whether it is car shortage 
that is responsible, as Mr. Austin states in 
the conclusion of his letter, or manipulation 
or other eause or causes, the steps necessary 
to relieve it should be taken ag speedily as 
possible in the interest of the small con- 
sumer, with whom, at present prices and in 
midwinter, there must necessarily be suffer- 
ing and hardship in many instances. 

It is a subject with which, in either phase 
of it, the government should deal and apply 
the remedy. If an increased supply of coal 
cars will solve the problem, let’s compel the 
use of cars first to relieve necessity and dis- 
tress at home, and after that the railroads 
may use what they have to transport war 
munitions and supplies for the turbulent 
European nations. 


PENALTIES OF MIGRATION. 


Notwithstanding there is some excuse, 
perhaps, for negro migration, growing out 
of the fears which have been engendered. by 
the actions of mobs, and the false stories of 
threats which emigration agents have fed 
them, the southern negro who is lured by 
their persuasion usually fares worse in the 
end, if he does not lose hig life into the 
bargain. 

It is a pitiful story that comes from 
Newark, N. J., where the church had to take 
hold of the situation growing out of the in- 
creased negro population, due to emigration 
from the south. In a recent church meet- 
ing on the subject, reported in The Newark 
Evening News, Rev. O. M. Bonfield, pastor 
of a negro congregation, is quoted as saying 
that— 


Many of the newcomers are driven 
north by persecution in southern states 
as well as by the lure of high wages in 
the munitions factories. He charged that 
many are victimized by cabmen and then 
abandoned, and that saloons, heretofore 
closed to colored patronage, are now open 
to them. 

These people in many instances need 
proper clothing to enable them to with- 
stand the rigors of this climate; they 
need decent housing facilities and we 
must have the aid of the white people in 
relieving their distress. 

The northern idea of persecution in the 
south is, of course, a very exaggerated one; 
but we have to admit that in the work of the 
mob, at least, it has some foundatian. It is 
a matter of common knowledge, however, 
that the honest and industrious negro gets 
along better and gets more out of life here 
in the south than he can anywhere else in 
the country. 

Looking at the other side of it, the condi- 
tion of the negro who emigrates to the 
north as the result of fair promises and big 
wages that do not always materialize, it is 
apparent from what the negro churchmen 
themselves say that there is no comparison 
in the surroundings there and here. The 
emigrants, and it is stated there are some 
12,000 of them in and around Newark alone, 
working chiefly in the munitions factories, 
are in actual need of housing and clothing 
which, with all the promise of big wages, 
they have not been able to procure. 

Nor is that the whole story. Many of 
them are dying, according to testimony 
given in this same meeting, because of the 
unhealthy surroundings in which they are 
compelled to live. We quote again from 
The Newark Evening News : 


Declaring that a large number of the 
colored workers in plants on the meadows 
are dying as a result of disease contract- 
ed in the unhealthy surroundings in 
which they live, Rev. Albert N. Stub- 
belbine, of Bethany church, said he had 
complained to members of the board of 
health and had been told they were en- 
deavoring to remedy conditions. 


If distress and death are the lot of these 
negro emigrants today, when the munitions 
plants are running overtime and using all 
the labor they can get, what can they hope 
for when the European war suddenly ends, 
and even those plants which do not shut 
down entirely lay off the majority of their 
help? These imported negroes will be the 
first to be discharged. 

Without money, without employment, 
without the means of returning south where 
they can always make a living in one way 
or another, their prospective condition is 
pitiful to contemplate. 

If they are paying today the penalties of 
migration in discomfort, distress and even 
with their lives, there is the penalty of hun- 
ger, perhaps starvation, yet ahead of them, 
unless they are wise enough to take precau- 
tion against it. 

The wise ones among them will save 
enough money to get back home and buy a 
ticket just as soon as they are able to pay 
for it.

Rome Has Splendid Chance to Land 


$11,000,000 Government Armor Plant 


“Rome has been selected as one of the 
19 cities in the United States that will be 
considered as a possible location for the 


Proposed $11,000,000 armor plant to be built 
by the United States government, and we 
are going to ask the people of Georgia to 
help us win this big plant,” said Moses 
Wright, citizen of Rome and judge of the 
Rome circuit, who spent yesterday in At- 
lanta in conference with the officials of the 
Georgia Chamber of Commerce. 

Over 200 cities in every section of the 
country filed applications for the big plant 
when the announcement that it would be 
built was first made. A preliminary investi- 
sation was made and from the 200 cities 19 
were selected. Rome is one of seven south- 
ern cities that will be investigated further 
and the only town in Georgia that is now 


‘in the race. 


The seven southern cities that are still 
in the running for the plant are Rome, Ga., 
Chattanoga, Knoxville and Kingston, Tenn., 
Birmingham, TuscaloOsa and Gadsden, Ala. 
The other cities of the 19 still eligible for 
the plant are Lima, Cairo and Metropolis, 
Ill.; Evansville and Brooklyn, Ind.; Keokuk, 
Iowa; Charleston and Huntington, W. Va.; 
Tulsa and Muscogee, OKla.; Gilmer, Texas, 
and Middiesboro, ky. 

“The Rome Chamber of Commerce has 
wired the Georgia members of congress and 
the two senators, and everyone has pledged 
his aid to our city,” said Judge Wright.

prices of coal are the result of manipulation. 

The attitude of The Constitution towards 
all matters of public interest has always 
been so fair and conservative that I believe 
that part of your editorial was written un- 
der a misapprehension of facts and that you 
would be glad to know what is the real 
reason for the present high prices of coal.

on account of car manufacturers being so 
far behind with deliveries, there will then be 
no lack of coal at moderate prices. 

In short, relieve the car shortage and no 
investigations or criminal proceedings will 
be neecssary, for the price of coal will then 
instantly drop to normal level.

OLD CONVICT LAW 


As Result of His Position, 

Convicts May Be Appor- 
tioned Under Old Plan Un- 
til the Legislature Holds 
Meeting. 


Fulton county’s contention for the 
apportionment of state convicts under 
the old law instead of under the new 
law, it appears, will lfkely be won 
in a peaceful sort of battle. As a mat- 
ter of fact, Chairman R. E. Davison, 
of the state prison commission, is of 
the opinion that the method of appor- 
tioning convicts under the old law is 
the better and more equitable method. 

It is expected that the Fulton county 
commissioners, through County Attor- 
ney E. E. Pomeroy, will move for an 
injunction against the state to prevent 
an apportionment of convicts accord- 
ing to rural route mileage outside the 
city limits. Colonel Pomeroy held a 
conference with Judge Davison Wed- 
nesday, after which Judge Davison 
made the statement that in event of 
such a move the commission will not 
fight the injunction. 

“It seems that the apportionment un- 
der the old plan is fair,” said Judge 
Davison. “The commission can not pro- 
ceed with apportionment of convicts 
under the new law until the reports 
of mileage under the new law are re- 
celved. These reports have not yet 
been receivd, but as svon as we get 
them we will proceed in accordance 
with the new law. If an injunction is 
brought against us and granted, we 
will not fight it, but will wait until 
the néxt session of the legislature 
when it is not unlikely the law will 
be amended remedying the condition 


of which Fulton and a number of other 
counties are complaining.” 

The mileage which Fulton 
submits to the commission includes 
public road mileage in and outside 
ihe city of Atlanta, making a total of 
4.021 miles, of which 451 
Within the city. This total would give 
fulton county as many or more econ- 
Victs as in the past, but to restrict her 
to rural route mileage outside the 
city would cut her working force of 
convicts down to a point where but 
very little work could be accomplished. 

The prison commission has received 
so far mileage reports from only about 
fo per cent of the counties.

Inquiries have come 
from several sources to the state de- 
partment of geology concerning these 
prospects, and Professor R. R. Hice, 
state geologist of Pennsylvania, has 
made a trip to Jeff Davis and Ben Hill 
counties to investigate. 

Professor Hice reported that he found 
evidence of oil seepage in south Geor- 


| gia, and ‘suggests an investigation into 


oil well records, and believes that 
should any slight folds be shown in the 
coastal plain rocks of Georgia “it would 
justify the thorough testing out of the 


more likely-looking places.” 

Professor Hice found that certain 
south Georgia lands are already under 
lease for oil and gas purposes, and that 
some drilling will be done during the 
next year. 

Dr. McCallie’s report also deals with 
the development now going on of other 
mineral products of the state. His state- 
ment to the advisory board, which met 
in the governor’s office Wednesday 
morning, in part follows: 

‘During the quarter I visited a number 
of the leading mines and quarries of the 
state engaged in producing the following 
mineral products: Pyrites, feldspar, iron 
ore, gold, barytes, marble, granite, clay, 
fuller’s earth, ocher, mica, manganese and 
limestone. I found aH of these industries 
with only one or two exceptions unusually 
active. 

“It is gratifying to state that the lIime- 
stone-industry its especially active. Not only 
have a number of the plants increased their 
output but others are being erected in both 
the southern and in the northern part of 

> state. 

“Another industry which has in the last 
few months ‘speeded up’ to such an extent 
that it bids fair to exceed in annual pro- 
duction the output of any other state in the 
union is the barytes industry. The plants 
of this industry, now ten in number, located 
within a radius of less than four miles of 
Cartersville, have a maximum dally ca- 
pacity of more than 400 tons, 

“The clay, fuller’s earth and bauxite fn- 
Twiges and Wilkinson counties 
quite active, especially in the case of 
the clays and the bauxite. Wthin the last 
six months a large clay plant has been put 
in operation at Gordon and a second plant 
is well under way.”’

FOR BELGIAN CHILDREN 


Anna Eva Fay Comes to Atlan- 
ta in Effort to Interest 
Women of South. 


Miss Anna Eva Fay, of Boston, hu- 
manitarian, vegetarian and “Big Sis- 
ter” to the entire world, who is plan- 
ning to establish a farm in New Hamp- 
shire where she will educate and 
“mother” helpless children of Belgium, 
is in Atlanta today taking the first 
step in her effort to interest women of 
the south in her plan to establish sim- 
llar farms all over the United States. 


She will leave for Augusta tomorrow. 

Miss Fay says that she has been 
prompted to take this step because the 
children of Belgium are maimed and 
helpless as the result of the world war 
and are being reared to think of noth- 
ing else save that of “killing another.” 
She declares that if some assistance 
is not given Belgium a race of:.mur- 
derers will result. “It is the duty of 
Americans to help prevent the inevi- 
table,” she says. 

She has just returned to the United 
States from a visit to Belgium and 
Russia. Miss Fay declares that no 
American can realize the hardship Bel- 
gium is experiencing. Many of the 
children are crippled, some half-blind, 
one-armed and half-starved, she says. 

About thirty children will be brought 
into the United States from Belgium 
next April by Miss Fay and given a 
home on her New Hampshire farm. 

As soon as the, children are old 
enough and able to care for themselves 
positions will be secured for them, 

After visiting Augusta and New Or- 
leans, where she will go from Atlanta, 
Miss Fay will invade Texas and try 
to interest Texans in her plan. 


SEAT OR NO SEAT, 
CAR PASSENGERS 
MUST PAY FARES 


It doesn’t make any difference wheth- 
er you get a seat or not, you've either 
got to pay your fare or get off the 
street car, Is the interpretation of the 
Georgia supreme court upon this much 
mooted question among ‘“strap-hang- 
ers.”

Foreign Secretary Zimmer- 
mann Says German Subma- 
rines Act in Humane Fash- 
ion—Britain Attacks. 


Berlin, December 13.—(Via Sayville.) 
Dr. Alfred Zimmermann, secretary for 
foreign affairs, discussed today with 
a member of the staff of the Overseas 
News agency the impression created in 
Germany by the attitude of the United 
States toward Germany and Great Brit- 
ain as outlined in the Associated Press 
Washington dispatch of November 19%. 
Dr. Zimmermann said: 

“Ags to the impression created: Al- 
most since the beginning of the war 
two currents of opinion could be dis- 
cerned in Germany. Judging by the 
rules of neutrality the United States 
intentionally favored Great Britain in 
an almost outspoken fashion, accord- 
ing to some; others took the view that 
the United States was neutral in spirit 
and action. The discussion between 
the advocates of these two opinions 


was sometimes very animated. This 
discussion was reopened by the dis- 
patch in question. The parties and 
newspapers that did not believe that 
America was observing strict neutral- 
ity accepted the dispatch as confirma- 


tion of their opinion, and to the others 
the news came as a shoc 

“In order to understand this effect 
one has only to recall the large num- 
ber of facts which have been before 
the eyes of the German public during 
the last few’ years. England has re- 
peatedly announced that all English 
ships ought to be ready to destroy Ger- 
man submarines wherever they find 
them. This has been publicly proclaim- 
ed, as well by private as by official 

ersons in England. Quite recently 

rd Robert Cecil, in the British par- 
liament, gave expression to this view. 

“The London Times of November 21 
published a letter from a well Known 
member of parliament and ship owner 
(Robert P. Houston), promising to ev- 
ery English born captain a prize of 
2,000 pounds, who, with an English 
merchant ship destroyed a German sub- 
marine. Houston on this occasion add- 
ed that English sailors ought to re- 
turn to the methods of Hawkins and 
Drake, or should imitate the example 
set by Nelson in the Copenhagen case 
—they ought to take the sea law into 
their own hands. Houston was fully 
conscious that he advocated and ad- 
vised actions contrary to the law of 
nations. 

“We further know that hostile sub- 
marines have attacked and in some 
cases have sunk German merchantmen 
without the slightest warning. Thus 
were sunk the German steamers Burge- 
meister Votmelle, Dorita, the Elbe and 
Hollandia. They were all attacked by 
enemy submarines with artillery or 
torpedoes without the shadow of a 
warning. 


British U-Boat Accused. 


“These facts, of course, justify the 
suspicion that among other German 
steamers which are simply overdue or 
have not returned several have met 
their end in the same fashion. In one 
case, that of the steamer Kolga, we 
know it from survivors. In this case 
seven human lives were lost and sur- 
vivors declared that a British sub- 
marine calmly steered around the sink- 
ing ship without even stirring a hand 
towards rescue. I merely refer to this 
in order to explain the feeling of the 
German population. 

“Germany, on the other hand, has 


promised the United States to carry on 
submarine war according to the inter- 
national rules of cruiser warfare.’ 

Dr. Zimmermann at this moment in- 
terrupted his conversation, walked 
through his office, stopped and in the 
face of the interviewer said to his clerk 
in an energetic manner: “This promise 
will have to be kept,” then continued: 

“The orders to the commanders of 
our submarines are clear and strict in 
this direction. I can affirm with abso- 
lute certainty that no German swb- 
marine has intentionally attacked a 
merchant ship without warning and 
without giving all on board ample time 
and opportunity for rescue. You will 
have read a report about a submarine 
that found during stormy weather a 
steamer near the Spanish coast which 
it was intended to sink, and which 
waited many hours patiently because 
the weather made it impossible to res- 
cue those on board. You will recall 
other German submarines taking the 
crews of torpedoed steamers on board 
until the sea was smooth and a passing 
ship could take them over.”  ,

Our 
enemies use the cables, the mails and 
the spoken word in order to plead their 
case before the whole world. But the 
other nations also ought to hear our 
voice, our grievances. I myself, with 
these words, only mean to explain the 
reasons for the present popular feeling 
in Germany and I feel sure that it will 
be appreciated everywhere by all fair- 
minded people. 

“The situation is that Germany and 
her allies are surrounded by enemies 
and that Germany has victoriously car- 
ried the war on all fronts beyond the 
limits of Germany. Popular feeling

to Supply Foreign Demand 
| on Large Scale. 


New Orleans, December 13.—Organi- 
gation of a foreign selling corporation 
to market American pitch pine abroad 
was discussed by prominent southern , 
lumbermen here late today at an ex- | 
ecutive meeting of a special committee | 
of the Southern Pine association. Many | 
of the lumbermen interested in the! 
project, which has been fostered by 
the association, already have agreed | 
to subscribe to a foreign marketing | 
company, which it is proposed shall be 
organized with a capital of several | 
million dollars and operated under leg- 
islation now pending before cqnegress, , 
the purpose of the company being to 
supply the foreign demand for yellow 
pine on a large scale. 

At the meeting today, many of the 
lumbermen advised delay in the for- 
mation of the concern until more fav- 
orable prospects for the ending of the 
European war were in sight, and until 
the legislative machinery was provid- 
ed by the federal government. J. E. 
Rhodes, secretary of the association, 
was authorized to appoint a commit- 
tee of from six to twelve members to 
work out the details of the proposed 
organization and report at a meeting 
to be called later. 

The proposed foreign selling com- 
pany according to tentative plans, 
would establish its agencies through- 
out Europe, installing exhibits of 
American lumber in various European 
cities, and also deal directly with for- 
eign governments in the matter of 
ocean transportation. Future exten- 
sion of the concern’s activities to South 
ei markets also is contemplat- 
ed. 

The Southern Pine association some 
time ago sent a representative abroad 
to study the lumber trade situation. : 
He reported that the European war)! 
with its destruction of cities, towns and | 
villages, had been rapidly exhausting | 
supplies of all kinds of building mate- 
rial and he indicated that Huropean 
business in sight was so vast that in- 
dividual sawmills would not be able to | 
handle the demand expected to be made , 
upon American forests when Europe 
began to rebuild. Upon consideration 
of their representative’s report’ the 
lumbermen decided to inaugurate a 
movement to meet the situation and 
took steps toward organizing a sell- 
ing company under proposed federal 
legislation, which would permit Amer- 
ican manufacturers to combine their 
forces to develop foreign trade.
